DYNAMITE LADEN: 


TAKES DEATH LEAP 
FROM FAST TRAIN 


Man Hurtles in Alr as Lake 
Shore Flyer Speeds Past 
Pine Station, tnd. 


THREE EXPLOSIONS FOLLOW 


Identification Made by Rent Receipt 
to P. Schohl of South y, 
Chicage. 


GAVE LIFE TO GET TO HIS WORK 


Train No. 16 of the Lake Shore railway 
went through Pine Station, Ind., from Chi- 
cago, at the rate of forty miles an hour at 
2:35 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Just as the second passenger coach passed 
the telegraph operator at the station looked 
from the station window. He saw the body 
of a man come hurtling through the air, 
strike a switch lever, and fall to the ground. 
As the operator jumped to his feet he heard 
a Gynamite explosion. There was another 
roar and then a third. 

As the explosions ceased the operator ran 
out. The man who had jumped from the 
train. was still breathing. His face was not 
recognizable as that of a human being. His 
left leg and left arm were broken. 


Find Unexploded Dynamite. 
Other railway employés came up. They 
sent in a call for an ambulance and the Gary 
police. While they waited they picked up 


seven sticks of dynamite in the snow near | 


the spot where the body struck. A short 
distance away they found a black box the 
size of a paving brick. This was fitted with 
an incandescent bulb, plugs for electric con- 
nections, and an ind-ction coll. Beside it was 
a battery tester and & powder burned pouch. 
The man was taken to Mercy hospital in. 
Gary, where he died without regaining con- 
sciousness. 

ThHé report went over the wires that an un- 
EAOwH man had boarded the Twentieth Cen- 
tury limited with au infernal machine, Tele- 
grams Were sent ahead to catch the train in 
the hope that the crew could explain how the 
man managed to leave the vestibuled train 
while it was traveling full speed and who 
he was. 

The train crew had no information. None 
had sO much asséen the passenger. 


Rent Receipt Gives Clew. 
Then a search of the man’s pockets revealed 
a rent receipt signed by Edward Watkins and 


‘made out to P. Schohl, 9010 Houston avenue, 


South Chicago. Word was sent to the South 
Chicago police to investigate the address. 

There was no family by the name of Schoh!l 
living at 9010 Houston avenue. The police 
kept on searching. They found P. Schohl’s 
widow at 8906 Houston avenue. 

Mrs. Schoh! said her husband had planned 
to take the 2:30 train from South Chicago in 
order to reach Pine Station. 

“ He left here at twenty minutes of two,’ 
she said. ‘“ He is a dynamiter for the IIli- 
nois Steel company. He had a job to do at 
Pine for the company—blasting some slag, I 
think. He waa to be on the job by 8 o’clock.”’ 


Victim Took Wrong Train. 

Mrs. Schohl!’s explanation sufficed. Schoh! 
took the wrong train at the South Chicago 
station. He was,.there twenty minutes early. 
Train No. 16 came In at 2:07. He boarded it. 

As it neared Pine Station he learned that it 
would not stop, that it did mot Stop even at 
Gary. He resolved he would not be carried 
half way across Indiana and be late on the 
job. And so. with his sticks of dynamite 
under one arm, his electrical blast discharge 
and his pouch of caps under the other, he 
jumped. 

Schohl was 68 years old. He had been em- 
ployed as a blaster for fifteen yéars. He 
leaves & widow and three children.

WISHES TO ANNUL 
STRONG DIVORCE 


Ex-Wife of Chicago Capitalist 
Plans to Return and 
Fight Alimony ‘Set- 
tlement. 


DOESN'T LIKE INCOME. 


Word of Father-in-Law’s Death 
Reaches Her in Switzerland 
and She Prepares 
to Act. 


Margaret Hubbard Strong, the divorced 
wife of Gordon Strong. is planning to return 
to Chicago and will seek to have her divorce 
decree annulled. She is now in Switzerland. 
She secured the divorce on March 28, 1011, 
in Judge Honoré’s court. 

The decree gave her a total allowance of 
$5,000 a year for seven years, increasing to 
$5,500 a year for the following ten years, and 
to $6,000 @ year for the rest of her life. 

Mrs. Strong has decided this sum is not 
sufficient for her needs and so she intends to 
undo the settlement, if she can, and negotiate 
one more liberal to her in its provisions. 


Says Divorce Was “Collusive.” 

She intends to set forth that the divorce 
was “ {llegal "—although she herself wae the 
person who secured it; that it was “ collu- 
sive ’ and the result of a bargain; that when 
she agreed to it she had an expectation that 
her father-in-law, Gen. Henry Strong, who 
died six weeks ago—on Oct. 2i—would make 
a liberal gift to her tn bis will. 

This expectation, she has been led to believe, 
is not to be realized, although the general's 
will has not yet been probated. His estate 
amounts to several millions. The Republic 
building in State street was one of his hold- 
ings. > 


Domestic Diseords Develop. 

Cok and Mrs. Gordon Strong did not enjoy 
entire barmony in their marriage. She 
thought he was limited in his génerosity; he 
objected to her giving ber time to soctlety 
pursuits at Lake Forest. 

It was intimated also that Col. Strong 
found her *“ wrapped up’’ in her music and 
disposed to spend long periods abroad, giving 
little consideration to the practical matters 
of home making. 

On th® other hand, Mrs. Strong urged that 
she had property of her own when she mar- 
ried; thet her husband had “ millions” and 
‘was to Inherit other millions from his aged 
father, and that it was unfair in bim to in- 
sist on “‘ cheese paring ” in household life. 


“Eheir Truce Doesn’t Work Well. 

Finally Col. and Mes. Sttong errangéds 
truce, with @ contract for an allowance to 
the wife. They were to Iive apart. Tha- 
was in July, 1008., It was heralded, unoffi- 
clally, asa “ trial @ivorce.”’ Included in this 
arrangement was an allowance o. 94,000 a 
year. It also was understood that she got 
$100,000 outright, but Mrs. §trong has inti- 
mated that this report was erronaus. 

Mrs. Strong. went abroad, but returned 
later, and she and hér hueband resumed 
residence together at the Virginia hotel. 

Then—early this year—the divorce was 
sought and granted, with the agreement by 
which $1,000 a year In alimony was to be 
added to Mrs. Strong’s annuity, with in- 
creases after seven and seventeen years, as 
stated. 


Again Goes to Europe. 

Again Mrs. Strong went abroad. There 
was a rumor during the summer that she 
was to marry a judge of the French court, 
as her sister had married a Swiss jurist, 
and that she would live in Paris. This ru- 
mor proved not to be well founded. 

Recently, while residing at Ouchy-Lau- 
sanne, Mrs. Strong received news. of the 
death of Gen. Strong, and it was then that 
she reached a decision to ask that the decree 
be sat aside and that she be reinstated as 
the wife of Col. Strong. 

No Basis, Lawyers Say. 

“Tt is all news to me,’ said John Barton 
Payne, who was attorney for Mrs. Strong 
during the divorce proceedings. “I hav >not 
heard from Mrs. Strong since she departed 
for Europe. My services as her atiorney 
ceaséd when she got the divorce, and i hive 
not been asked to represent ber in any Con- 
templated proceedings. 

“So far as I know the entire agreement 
was of Written record and merely provided 
for a monthly allowance. Nothing was eaid 
of her sharing in her father-in-law’ s estate.’ 

“It’s preposterous,” said Frank H. Scott, 
attorney for Gordon Strong. “1 know that 
no intimation even was ever given Mrs. Gor- 
don Strotig that she would be richly provided 
for in the event of her father-in-law's death. 
No promise of any kind was made to her ex- 
cept that of written record, which gives her 
about $400 a month. 

“Mrs. Strong sued for ‘divorce and got it 
uncontested. Now, if what is said is true rhe 
is aggrieved since her former husband has 
inherited some money. She apparently wants 
to get some of it.”

PATTERSON JURY 


ACQUITS WOMAN; 
THRONGS APPLAUD 


Chicagoan Who Killed Husband 
Made Heroine by Denver Crowd 
as She Rides Away. 


} 


DEATH DELAYS HER LIBERTY 


Two Jurors at First Yated for Con- 
vicfion; Verdict Hung on 
Her Trip to Europe. 


PLANS FOR THE FUTURE INDEFINITE 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 20.—Gertrude Gibson 
Patterson today was found not guilty of mur- 
dering ser husband, Charles A. Patterson, 
whom she shot to death while the couple were 
walking in a suburb Sept. 25. 

Tne verdict was announced fn the District 
court at 2:34 p. m., more than two hours after 
the jury had agreed, the long wait, carrying 
with it an agony of suspense for the woman 
on trial, resulting from the absence of Judge 
Allen, who was attending the funeral of his 
colleague, Judge Carlton M. Bliss. 

As the clerk finished reading the verdict 
Mrs. Patterson sprang to her feet and caught 
the outstretched hand of herattorney. From 
outside the courtroom came a great roar of 
cheers; tnside, the crowd was quiet and or- 
derly. 

But as court adjourned and Mrs. Patterson 
stepped forward to thank the jury, the crowd 
surged in on her, overwhelming her with 
congratulations, and her efforts to reach the 
jury were in vain. | 


Gives Thanks to Jurors. 

Later four of the jurors called on her as 
she was making ready to leave the jail. To 
them she expressed her thanks, and through 
them her gratitude to the rest of tht jury. 

When Mrs. Patterson stepped from the 
court building for the lds titfre+o.make the 
journey to the jaitl—a journey that for the 
last ten days he had made four times a day. 
through @. Tane of curious humanity—the 
space between the courtroom and the jail 
was packed with a cheering crowd. 

On the arm of her attorney she struggled 
through the crowd—men trying to shake her 
hand and women striving to kiss her. Be- 
hind her, both hands waving in the air, came 
her father, shouting his joy. Close behind 
him came her mother and sister, both in 
tears. 

At the jail preparations for leaving were 
quickly made. It was just 8 o'clock when 
Mrs. Patterson stepped through the barred 
doors and into an automobile that carried 
her to the hotel at which her family is stay- 
ing. As she passed through the jail rotunda, 
gay with Thanksgiving decorations, the 150 
or more prisoners gave her a round of cheers. 


Two First Voted for Conviction. 

At no time in the deliberations of the jury 
were there more than two votes for convic- 
tion. Four ballots were taken, the first 
resulting in ten for acquittal and two for 
conyiction of murder in the first degree, 
This ballot was taken last night, after the 
jury, which retired at 9:45 p. m., had made 
ite iminary survey of the evidence and 
the instructions. After that ballot the jury 
went to bed. 

The second ballot was taken soon after 
the jury returned from breakfast, resulting 
as the first. An hour’s discussion followed 
and the third ballot was taken. It stood 
11 to 1 for acquittal At 11:16 o'clock this 
morhing the jury took ite fourth vote. It 
was solid for acquittal. 

The courthouse was deserted when the first 
news of a verdict wes learned. ' Because of 
Judge Bliss’ funeral al) courts had adjourned 
and all county offices were closed. Only the 
two bailiffs in charge of the jury, a few 
deputy sheriffs, and a few newspaper men 
were on the ground, 


Nerve Wracking Hours for Woman. 

Word was sent to Judge Allen at the ceme- 
tery, but it was more than two hours before 
he was able to reach the scene—hours of 
nerve-wracking excitement for Mrs. Patter- 
son and of fruitless speculation for others. 

A Uttie after noon the jury filed out for 
dinner. When the twelve men returned, an 
hour later, all of them apparently in a cheer- 
ful mood, the first whisper went around that 
it was an acquittal. 

The news of the agreement spread quickly 
through the city, and from.every direction 
a great crowd made {ts way to the court 
room. Admittance was denied to alj until & 
few minutes before the jury was brought 
down, and when the doors were opened only 
a smal) part of the throng was able to crowd 
into the building. 


How the Verdict Was Given. 

Mrs. Patterson was brought into court be- 
fore the jury entered. She had been ap- 
prised of the probable outcome, and, seated 
beside. her counsel, shs chatted with him 
mefrily, in striking contrast to her demeanor 
of the last few days. 
_ The prisoner was accompanied in court by 
the matron of the jail. In response to the 
usual formal questions, J. J. Flint, foreman 
of the jury, arose. He looked for a moment 
at the prisoner without changing of counte- 
nance. Then came the words that meant 
everything to the young woman on trial: 

“Not guilty,” and the whole jury broke 
into smiles. 

The jury was eonpioek comnidtety of mar- 
ried men, their ages averaging 3% years. 


Verdict Hung on Trip Abroad.

All principals in the Patterson tragedy were 
Chicagoans. Gertrude Gibson was married to 
Charles A. Patterson, a young athlete, after 
she had lived several years under the pro- 
tection of Emil W. Strouss, a millionaire 
manufacturer, who had paid for her educa- 
tion in France. 
Shortly after her marriage to Patterson 
she mdde a trip to Europe with Strouss. 
She declareg that this step was taken after 
Patterson had received $1,500 from Strouss 
as a consideration. When she and Strouss 
reached Paris she found there a letter from 
Patterson demanding her return. She said 
the letter threatened her with death unless 
she did return. 
Strouss thereupon gave her $5,000 and she 
came back to the United States and rejoined 
her husband. 


Much ileeaide Discord. 

There followed much domestic discord. 
Some time after her return her husband con- 
tracted tuberculosis and finally was compelled 
to go to a Denver sanitarium. She followed 
him there and finally the trouble culminated 
in Patterson filing a sult for altenation 
against Strouss and Mrs. Patterson filing a 
suit for divorce. These actions increased the 
wrangle between the couple. 

On the morning of Sept. 25 last, Mrs. Pat. 
terson, who had been living in a bungalow in 
Denver, went to the sanitarium where her 
husband was a patient to talk matters over 
with him. The two strolied down the street 
together. 

A quarrel arose, in which, Mrs. Patterson 
paid, he beat and kicked her until she feared 
Der life was in danger.

New York, Nov. 29.—[{Special.]—Seventy- 
three letters of Lillian Graham to W. E. D. 
Btokes were read to the jury today in the 
trial of Miss Graham and Ethel Conrad for 
shooting the proprietor of the Ansonia. Their 
Gates ranged from December, 1906, to No- 
vember, 1910. Most of them vere appeals to 
Stokes to visit the writer in her apartment.

Holds Authority ‘Ends with Re- 
ports to Juvenile Court. 


SAYS HE DID HIS DUTY.

Declares All Complaints Were Laid 
Before Judge Pinckney. 


Attorney E. G. Purkhiser cross examined 
John H. Witter, suspended chief probation 
officer, throughout the day's session of his 
trial before the civil service commission 
yesterday. The testimony of the suspended 
chief probation officer corroborated that 
previously given by Judge Pinckney to the 


effect that the things the Bartzen investige- . 


tors had charged the probation department 
with failure to.do were things it had no au- 
thority to do. 

Witter answered ‘I don't remember’ to 
many of the specific questions which the at- 
torney asked about some of the 20,000 cases 
handled by the Juvenile court in the last 
three years. He explained frankly that it 
was impossible for him to recall details of 
so many cases. 

Attorney Purkhiser asked many questions 
calculated to show that Witter had failed to 
act on information he had received that chil- 
dren had been cruelly treated at the deten- 
tion home. Mr. Witter admitted he had made 
no investigation of some of these charges. 


Reported to Juvenile Court. 

**I reported such information as I re- 
ceived to Judge Pinckney,” he added. “I 
thought that was sufficient. I did not feel 
justified in going over the head of the super - 
intendent of the detention home in order to 
make charges against those under him. I 
did not think it was my duty to do that.”

ter?’ Attorney Purkhiser asked.

The first act passed off quietly, but in the 
second act, when one of the characters on the 
stage spoke this line of the play, “I Know 
Jonn Smith, he’s a glass crash,” a perfect 
storm of hisses broke from all. parts of the 
house, ‘Five hundred Smiths, at least two- 
thirds of whom were named John, rushed for 
the stage and clambered over the footlights, 
The management, scenting danger, had a large 
force of policemen scattered through the au- 
dience, They. arose, fought ‘back the in- 
furiated Smiths, and order was finally re- 
stored, 

Fourteen Smiths were arrested and taken to 
the police station. Justice Smith immediately 
released them on their own recognizance, All 
seats for the remainder of the performances of 
“Why Smith Left Home” have already been 
sold, and speculators are doing a thriving 
businesa, 

The mayor ‘said tonight that while he had 


the situation well in hand he feared a repe- 


tition of the rioting, as the Oskaloosa Smiths 
have sent wires to the rest of the family, 
scattered broadcast over the country, asking 
them to come to their assistance. If this ép- 
péal is heeded the mayor says he will need 
to have the entire United States army sent 
here to preserve peace.

Trouble began in the first act when the hero 
in the drama shouted these words: “ You 
scoundrel, I know you. Come out from be- 
hind those whiskers and meet me like a man.” 
Judge Jefferson Davis Tombigbee Culpepper, 
whose boast is that he has the finest growth 
of spinach in Tolliver county, arose in his 
box and shouted in stentorian tones, “ Gentul- 
mun of Tullivah county. Ah denounce this out- 
rageous attack on the noblest badge of man- 
hood, the bee-ahd, I ask yo’ to folloh me an’ 
show ouah contempt fo’ this outrage.” 

Judge Tulliver attempted to climb out of the 
box, but, getting his whiskers entangled in the 
brass railing, was unable to move and was 
seized by the town constable. The people in the 
audience resented the interference on the part 
of the alfalfa brigade and gave assistance to 
the constabulary by pointing out the rioters and 
shouting: “ Throw them out.” It was not nec- 
essary, however, to identify the disturbers, as 
the constables arrested everybody with whisk- 
ers on suspicion. 

Thirty-five of the rioters were lodged in jail 
and will be held without bail until next Monday, 
when they will be put on trial. They have 
wired to the Hon. James Hamilton Lewis of 
Chicago to defend them.

Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 29.—The mayor has 
wired the governor to order out the national 
guard to subdue rioting poets, The trouble 
arose over the production in this city tonight 
of a musical comedy, “ The Poet and the Maid,” 
in which the comedian has a song, “For the 
Poet Is a Long Haired Hungry Guy.” 

News that this song was in the show was 
heard here last week and the local branch of the 
American Poets’ Amalgamated Eight Hour Pro- 
tective association sent work to all lodges of 
the order in southern Indiana asking poets to 
come to Terre Haute to prevent by force, if 
necessary, the singing of the song holding poets 
up to public obloquy. 

The Journeymen Poets and Rhymers Piece 
Workers’ union also took action. Seven hun- 
dred members of this organization were shipped 
into Terre Haute on the hooftand have been 
arriving all day. 

The manager of the “ Poet and Maid” com- 
pany, scenting trouble, requested a police guard 
for the comedian. The latter was escorted to 
the theater by six policemen and ten deputy 
sheriffs. The house was crowded and poets 
were noticed to be present in large numbers. 

There was no confusion until the second act, 
when the comedian started to sing the objec- 
tionable song. Then a poet in the gallery arose 
and called in a loud shrill voice: 

“That horrid man is telling a He 

The nasty, mean thing deserves to die.” 

Great confusion immediately ensued. Poets 
all over the theater stood up and shouted 
rhymes of derision at the actors. The other 
people in the house hissed the poets. The police 
rushed down the aisle grabbing the poets right 
and left. One poet, eluding the police, climbed 
up on the stage and slapped the comedian twice 
on the right wrist. Other deeds of violence oc- 
curred throughout the theater. One poet bit a 
policeman in the knee and four or five barri- 
caded themselves in a box and read from their 
own works when the police attempted to cap- 
ture them, 

The riot grew worse and worse and but for the 
presence of mind of some unknown man seated 
in the front of the house might have assumed 
even more serious proportions. Just as the ex- 
citement was at its height this man arose and 
in a loud voice shouted: 
in Look out for your hair, here come the bar- 

" 

The poets were immediately filled with alarm 
and escaped from the theater in every way pos- 
sible, some of them even jumping from the win- 
dows, Reaching the streets they regained 
ccurage and linking arms marched back and 
forth for hours reciting their poems. The mayor 
issued orders to the police closing up all sta- 
tionery shops and forbidding the sale of ink, 
pencils, fountain peng, or typewriters. It is 
thought the poets will be starved into submis- 
sion inside of twenty-four hours. 

It ig reported late tonight that the manage- 
ment of the “ Poet and Maid” show incited the 
riots for the sake of the publicity which would 
result. Acting on this information a squad of 
police raided a restaurant on Sycamore avenue, 
where the press agent of the show was fou 
surrounced by fifteen or twenty poets to whom 
he was feedi Taw meat.

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Chocolate, Cornstarch, Puddings, Etc. 


H..RE are a great number of cornstarch 

puddings of the blanc mange type. Of 

these perhaps none is easier to make and 

more acceptable than that with chocolate. 

This is almost too easy to make, for, be- 
ing easy, not the pains is taken to make it at- 
tractive that might be. If poured into molds 
a meringue made of the white of one egg and 
a little powderea sugar, or some other sweet 
garnish, is a real improvement, and takes away 
the “everyday ” character of the pudding. 

Chocolate Cornstarch Pudding.—The common 
proportions for this aregone tablespoon of corn- 
starch to one pint of rimlk, and two tablespoons 
of chocolate mixed with one-half cup of sugar. 
To these may be added a small piece of butter 
and vanilla flavoring, although these latter are 
not used in the simplest form of this pud- 
ding. Dissolve a heaping tablespoon of corn- 
starch in a little cold milk and pour it into a 
pint of boiling milk, in which have been dis- 
solved the sugar, chocolate, and butter, if the 
latter is used. Stir constantly until the corn- 
starch has cooked, and the pudding is of the 
right consistency. Add the vanilla and pour 
into mold or molds. Serve cold. with 
cream. 

A little less sweet and less heavy with 
chocolate pudding is made by using the fol- 
lowing proportions: 

Chocolate Pudding I.—One pint of milk, one 
square of chocolate, one-fourth cup of sugar, 
two tablespoons of cornstarch, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla. Heat the milk in a doubte boller, 
grate chocolate, and mix thoroughly with sugar 
and add to hot milk. Mix cornstarch with a 
little cold milk and stir into milk and chocolate. 
Stir until thick and evenly colored. Add 
vanilla last and pour into mold set tn cold 
water. Serve cold with sugar and cream. 

A richer pudding is made as follows: 

Ohocolate Pudding II.—Put a pint of milk to 
scald in a double bofler. Grate two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of chocolate and put on top of 
milk, but do not stir through until all is mixed 
and chocolate dissolved. Beat the yolk of one 
egg with two tablespoons of sugar, add enough 
hot milk to dissolve, and warm it before putting 
it in hot chocolate mixture or it will cook in 
strings. Next moisten a tablespoonful of corn- 
starch in a little cold milk, and thicken choco- 
late to a creamy consistency. Remove from the 
stove. When beginning to ¢ool flavor with 
vanilla, Serve pudding ice cold. Eat with rich 
milk, or for @ very delicious dessert use 
whipped cream. 

Water and flour may be used instead of the 
milk and cornstarch for a very simple chocolate 
pudding. Put three tablespoons of shaved 
chocolate in a@ saucepan and melt over a tea- 
kettle. Add three small teacups of bolling 
water, one-third of a cup of sugar, and a pinch 
of salt. Stir smooth in a little water three

‘large tablespoons of flour and add to chocolate 


mixture, stirring all the time until it thickens. 
Remove from fire and let stand a few minutes. 
Fiavor with vanilla and turn into four small 
molds or cups. ferve cold with cream. 

Vienna Chocolate-—Shave two squares of 
chocolate fine and add one pint of hot water 
When dissolved add one scant teacupful of 
brown sugar and one pint of milk. Stir con- 
stantly. Have ready dissolved two teaspoons 
of cornstarch in half a cup of cold milk, and 
as soon as the chocolate boils stir it In. Before 
putting the cornstarch into the boiling mixture 
add two or three tablespoons of the hot mixture 
to it, and so avoid any chance of its being 
lumpy. 

Let the whole boil up once and the cookin 
is done. Take one egg, break it into a ymca 
bowl and pour on it half a cupful of hot, not 
bolling, water, and beat thoroughly with an ecg 
beater. A great deal of foam will be produced 
by this combination. Just as the chocolate is 
to be served put this foam in the chocolate pot 
(which has been heated) before pouring in the 
chocolate, reserving part of the foam for the 
top. Eight cups of this chocolate will cost no 
more than 10 or 12 cents, and by many people is 
considered a delicious drink when thus made. 
A bit of vanilla or cinnamon be added in- 
stead of the egg. If some strong, concen- 
trated coffee is used, the chocolate resembles 
Russian chocolate, which some people like, but 
which to others is a sort of sickish compound,

In a remarkable article ip Collier's W eek- 
ly of Nov. 28, Mr. Carl Snyder discusses 
the question of crime in this country. He 
has given his article the significant title, 
“The Encouragement to Kill!” and he puts 
“ in racetrack parlance ” the following agrik- 
ing declaration: 

If you commit a murder, it is a better 
than 3 to 1 shot that you will never be 
brought to trial. 

It is a better taan 10 to 1 shot that 
you will never be Sentenced tothe peni- 
tentiary. 

It is a better than 80 to 1 shot that 
you will never be hanged or electro- 
cuted. 

One of the most Kenadee opinions of- 
fered by Mr. Snyder is based on bis state- 
ment that whereas “the hideous record of 
the United States as the most murderous 
of nations was not made and is not main- 
tained by newcomers to these shores,” the 
penitentiary population numbers two and 
one-half times as many of immigrant 
parentage as of native born parentage. 

Mr. Snyder suggests the plausible ex- 
planation that whereas the immigrant comes 
to America with the wholesome respect for 
the law bred by better disciplined societies, 
his children grow up under the worst con- 
ditions of American life, without proper 
training or discipline. The youth of many of 
our violent criminals tends to corroborate 
this theory. 

The delays of our complicated system of 
legal justice, with its excessive care for the 
“ rights ” of the accused and its excessive 
emphasis upon technical points, the willing- 
ness to grant stays and retrials, the defects 
of our political police system, and the effect 
of notorious miscarriages of justice, such as 
the Goebel and Carmack assassinations pro- 
duced through political pardons, the im- 
munity of lynch mobs and the usually un- 
punished violence growing out of labor 
troubles encouraged or permitted, rather, by 
the easy optimism and good natured toler- 
ance of the American temper, have certainly 
brought about an alarming and shameful 
condition, which presents one of the most 
difficult problems we have to deal with in the 
United States. Much blame for this is laid 
upon legal procedure that it may seem easy 
to correct, but reform of legal procedure, 


tion of the criminal law by courts, is itself 
involved with political and social consider- 
ations, affecting the backbone of judges, 
the spirit of juries, and the courage and in- 
telligence of legislators. 

But we must face the evil and determine 
to understand it and its causes. Tinkering 
with laws and methods of trial will do little. 
Back of any substantia! betterment must pe 
education, and that primarily in this case is 
the duty of the press ang of public men. 
Tue Trispune for several years has been 
placing before its readers statistics on casu- 
alties and crimes in an attempt to arouse 
public opinion to the gravity of our heedless- 
ness of life and limb. The Sane Fourth 
crusade was an outcome of TRIBUNE sta- 
tistics, and it should be possible to bring 
about a thorough modification of public 
opinion toward crimes of violence. We 
must arouse and concentrate public opinion 
before anything approximating adequate re- 
sults, will be accomplished.

Lord Tweeddale is barely 28 years of age 

unmarried, retired recently from the lieuten- 

ancy of the First regiment of life guards, on 
the reserve force of which, however, he ‘'s 
still carried, and is one of the stars of the 

Bachelors’ club in London. | 

The rumors that his succession to the mar- 

quisate and-to his other Scottish honors will 

be assailed by his remote kinsman and neigh- 
bor, William Hay-Newton of Newton Hall, 

County Haddington, a veteran of the Crimean 

war and of the Indian mutiny, need not Le 

taken seriously, having been discussed in a 

sort of desultory fashion at the death of each 

of the last three Marquesses of Tweeddale. 

When the sixth marquis died without issue 

in 1787 the Scotch honors reverted to George, 

second son of John Hay of Newhall, who him- 
self was the son of a younger son of the sec- 
ond marquis. It is alleged that the marriage 
of John Hay of Newhall, father of the seventh 
marquis, was not really legal, owing to the 
fact that his wife, Dorothy Hayhurst, had 
been previously married toa sergeant in some 

Scottish regiment of infantry, and that as 

she was not a widow and had not been df 

vorced she was not free to wed.

In the event of the illegitimacy of her chil- 
dren by John Hay of Newhall the various 
Scottish peerages should have gone to the 
sons and grandsons of John Hay's younger 
brother, Richard, who assumed the additional 
name of Newton on succeeding to the Newton 
Hall property. Willlam Hay-New.on, the 
present owner of Newton Hail, is his linea! 
representative. 
Were the latter to establish his claim,

LOOK TO TAFT MESSAGE. 


Attitude of President Toward 
Wall Street and Trusts Aid 
in Fall of Market. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

New York, Nov. 29.—[Special.]—With only 
two days more of trading before the conven- 
ing of congress the stock exchange was 
disposed to lay much stress on matters 
which will come up for congressional action. 
The outline of the president's message con- 
tained in the morning’s Washington dis- 
patches revealed no modification of his at- 
titude in respect to the trust question. nor 
did the report that the railroad securities 
commission would recommend some form of 
federal supervision over railroad capital 
issues contain any new suggestions. Neither 
did the report that the New York Central 
management proposed recommending @ iarge 
bond issue placed in today's rumors at $100,- 
000,000. go beyond information available to 
the financial community many weeks ago in 
connectiom with a preiiminary outline of the 
company's pian for a merger of its lines in 
New York state and the placing of a large 
general mortgage upon the consolidated 
properties. 

The day's temper was bearish, however, 
and each of these matters was treated as if 
it carried unfavorable import and as if it 
were something altogether new. Interpreted 
in this light these forecasts of future devel- 
opments were refiected in a general sel.ing 
movement on the stock exchange, which de- 
pressed prices to a considerabie extent even 
betore an advance in the ca.l money rate to 
& per cent helped to stimulate the downward 
movement. 


Foreign Exchange Market Falls. 

It does not yet appear that the sudden advance 
in call money means anything more than the meet- 
ing of the special Dec. 1 requirements at a time 
when the resources of the money market had been 
lessened by the gold outflow. Until some other 
aspect than this is given to today’s © per cent 
call momey rate it is fair to assume that it reflects 
a merely temporary situation. ‘ihe natural sequel 
to the advance in money rates appeared in the 
foreign exchange market, where rates receded 
under further realization against foreign credits. 

The fortnightly sett:ement at London was con- 
cluded today with one smal embarrassment. Dis- 
count rates were firner partly because of the an- 
nouncement of an issue of $13,5.0,000 treasury 
bills. and carryover rates were also higher, which 
in particular found refiect:on in a decline in con- 
sols In the monthly settlement which takes place 
Friday. - 

For the second time since the statement to pariia- 
ment on Monday the Berlin boerse was the firmest 
of the European markets, The interesting devel- 
opments abroad, however, received relatively little 
attention here because of the more immediate fac- 
tors which the stock market was Interpreting, ac- 
cording to the day’s adverse sentiment. In the 
fina! trading there was some recovery which les- 
sened the extent of the net losses, though these 
still amounted in a number of instances among the 
active stocks to figures well in excess of a point. 


Railroad Returns Encourage. 


The day's information was by no nieans unfa- 
vorable despite the drift of evernis on the stock 
exchange Several railroad returns contained 
elements of encouragement particularly in respect 
to the ability of the railroads whose gross returns 
have declined to offset this by reduc ions in ex- 


| penses. 


This was notably true today of the Octo- 
ber statements. of the Union and Southern Pacific 
lines, while e Canadian Pacific the Erie, the 
Reading, and the Mobile and Ohio all made favor- 
able showings for that month in both gross and net. 

The fron market is unquestionably feeling the 
stimulus of consumption which is the natural re 
sult of low prices, for the Iron Age said today that 
the buying movement in plg iron was by far the 
most vigorous and extensive that has been seen in 
recent years and that it is tn full swing In al! 
sections of the country. This would seem to be 
the forerunner of still further increases in the pro- 
duction of finished products. although in these lines 
the week has been less eventful than in the rw 
fron market, e 

A reduction of from $2 to $4 a ton in certain 
classes of pipe shows that there are still some 
lines which are subject to the readjustment which 
has previously taken place in most products. In 
the general matter of reported price increases the 
Iron Age says that they are bein gtaken with al- 
lowance, although some sales of bars have been 
made at some advance over recent quotations 


Drop Proposed Cotton Move, 


In disowning that feature of the plan for the 
advancing of cotton prices as originally outlined by 
its promoters which would exact from the sovthern 
cotton farmers who might desire to profit by the 
marketing facilities offered by the syndicate an 
agreemest to reduce their next year’s cotton acre- 
age by 25 per cent the promoters of this plan 
dropped the feature of the original proposal which 
most subjected it to nublic criticism. 

It would be to the general advantage to have the 
product of the cotton farms marketed upon favor- 
able terms rather than that most of the crop should 
be forced on the market at the outset of the season 
because of the weak financlal position of the sma!! 
cotton farmer. It is distinctly not to the genera] 
advantage, however, .arbitrarily to reduce the 
cotton acreage by a large percentage for the pur- 
pose of giving a larger profit to the producer of 
cotton at the expense of the consumers of that 
staple. If the plan in actual practice {s to ke con- 
fined to facilitating the grower of cotton !n com- 
fortably marketing his product the scheme appears 
in a veny different light from that In which it was 
presented when first formally announced last week.

An unusual scarcity of fancy 
creamery butter, due to heavy shipments to 
eastern distributing points, was given asthe 
basis for the upturn. Receipts for the day 
were 6,565 tubs. Eggs were not changed, 


and met with limited demand. 

Cheese prices were raised %@lc a pound end 
the supply availeble for immediate needs wae sald 
to be far short of requirements. The curtailed 
production of cheese was attributed to the ecarcity 
of milk. 

Product merchants were hard preseed to clean 
up the holiday supply of turkeys and were forced 
to reduce prices le a pound on both dressed and 
live birds. The number of turkeys marketed 
this year far exceeded last year’s supply and the 
prices secured were the lowest quoted before 
Thanksgiving in recent years.
